JONES BFACH, Long Island—The New York- 
er claims that this is the finest public beach in 
all the world, and though he is by nature a man 


inclined to look with vast approval on anything which is his, and 
with disdain on anything existing elsewhere, I am inclined to be- 
lieve that in this case he is right. For 17 miles along the barrier reef 
that shields the southern shore of Long Island from the strong At- 
lantic surge, the white sands stretch as smooth and clean as the un- 
trodden littorals of the South Pacific. 


Landward of fabled strand there 
have been built bath-houses, res- 
taurants, play areas and a swim- 
ming pool as fine, or finer, the 
local citizens say, than any of the 
seaside pleasure domes where the 
Agha Khan and King Farouk, and 
the Hollywood international set dis- 
port themselves. 

The idea here seems to have 
been to build a beach resort for 
the masses who do not wish to be- 
have like the masses — a sca- 
side playground as far removed 
in look and spirit as possible from 
the clamorous shabby cheapness 
of Coney Island. 

Though 150,000 people may 
throng to this place on a sum- 
mer Sunday, escaping from their 
penned-in existence in the stone 
jungles of Manhattan, everybody 
comports himself as if he were 
the member of some exclusive 
club noted for its sedate behavior, 
minding his public manffers care- 
fully. 

Nobody tosses banana peels or 
sandwich wrappers or beer cans 
on this beach. Nobody horseplays 
roughly, to the annoyance of oth- 
ers, and those who do make them- 
selves obnoxious are quietly ad- 
vised to mind their manners or 
go home.

of the final decision just reached by the Atomic Energy Commission 
in barring Dr. J, Robert Oppenheimer from further employment by 


his government. 

Top scientist though he be and 
far-reaching as is his influence 
on other scientists throughout the 
country, Dr. Oppenheimer is 
nevertheless held to be a man 
who has refused to cooperate 
with his own government in 
maintaining its security regula- 
tions. 

While the decision of the com- 
mission was four against giving 
Dr. Oppenheimer security clear- 
and one—Prof. Smyth of 
Princeton—in favor of doing it, 
it is important to note that one 
of the four, Thomas E. Murray, 
went even further in suggesting 
that Oppenheimer’s behavior was 
a species of disloyalty warrant- 
ing condemnation. 

He wrote in his concurring opin- 
ion : 

“The primary issue is the 
meaning of loyalty. I shall define 
this concept concretely within the 
conditions created by the present 
crisis of national and internation- 
al security. When loyalty is thus 
concretely defined and when all 


ance 


the evidence is carefully consid- ~ 


ered in the light of this defini- 
tion, it will be evident that Dr. 
Oppenheimer was disloyal.’ 
Then Commissioner Murray de- 
fines ‘‘loyalty’’ as requiring an 
individual to he ‘‘faithful to the 
lawful government or to the 


sovereign to whom one is sub- 
ject.”” He declares that ‘‘this 
faithfulness is a matter of obliga- 
tion,’’ and then goes on to cite 
the various instances in which 
Dr. Oppenheimer refused to co- 
operate with his own govern- 
mént’s officials on security mat- 
ters and declares finally: ‘‘Dr, 
Oppenheimer failed the test. ... 
Dr. Oppenheimer was not faithe 
ful to the restrictions on the ase 
sociations of those who come une 
der the security regulations.” 

The majority opinion makes it 
clear that Dr. Oppenheimer’s oppo- 
Sition to the building of the hvy- 
drogen bomb was not the decisive 
factor in the case. As Commis- 
sioner Campbell in his splendid 
summary in support of the mas 
jority view points out, the con- 
clusions were reached on the 
basis of all the factors and all 
the circumstances viewed in their 
entirety.

Present were the 
President, the Prime Minister, 
Foreign Secretaries Dulles and 
Eden, and a few lesser officials. 

It was issued to the world from 
the White House at 12:30 p.m. 
Atlanta time, just two hours be- 
fore Sir Winston departed by air- 
plane for Ottawa where he will 
have about 24 hours to confer 
with officials of the Canadian 
government.

at the airport that his talks with 
the President and other U:S. offi- 
cials have demonstrated that An- 
gio-American unity is ‘‘unbroken 
ard unbreakable.’’

Commenting briefly on Hand's 
statement, Griffin said: ‘“‘When 
I'm governor, I will run jail 
houses from the State Capitol— 
not the Capitol from jail houses.’’ 


DRIVE BOSS 

Bill Lester, associate campaign 
manager for Thompson, labeled 
Hand's statement ‘fantastic, irre- 
sponsible and inflammatory.”’ He 
said no one, including the U.S. Su- 
preme Court, can jail a governor 
for preserving separate schools. 

Hand told the Kiwanians that 
segregated schools can be main- 
tained ‘“‘for years and years and 
years in this state.”’ 

Noting that all candidates are 
agreed on preserving separate 
schools, Hand said they differ on 
plans. 


PUPIL PLAN 

‘‘One proposes a plan of student | 
assignment that might work for 
a while,’’ Hand said. ‘‘Another 
candidate would give pupils a 
psychiatric examination and then 
leave it to the Legislature to 
solve.

MILLEDGEVILLE, June 29 — This Lake 
Sinclair is a challenge, and that's all there is 
to it. 

Just north of Milledgeville. it’s 15.000 
acres with a 500-mile shoreline nooked and bon- 
neted like a painting from your favorite fish- 
ing monthly. Right now, they're figuring out 
the lowest common denominator for luring bass 
while hordes of carp fishermen daily tote off 
tons of the plentiful rough fish which have been 
redubbed ‘‘Lake Sinclair Salmon.” 


Meanwhile, the wisely smiling bream hunt- 
ers stream up into Island Creek's thousand 
coves and come back with redbelly and blue- 
gill limits. 

The overflowing carp had everyone worried 
about the lake as a game fish area until Mr. 
and Mrs. Doug Edwards and Dr. and Mrs. Bill 
Scott woke up the bass. Most successful half 
of this foursome is The Ladies, who have be- 
come famous for miles around. They divulged 
their secret. 

Using a little plug very close to the Midget 
Digit in appearance and action and the No. 2 
Barracuda Reflecto spoon, with porkrind, Mrs. 
Edwards and Mrs. Scott have awakened Lake 
Sinclair into a _ big-time bass-producing lake. 
Both concession operators on Sinclair recount- 
ed the triumphs of Mesdames Edwards and 
Scott as did the local fishing and boating col- 
umnist, Philip Chandler. 

They troll fairly close to the bank at low 
speed and score every time they go out. Now, 
with the 100-plus degree weather and hotter 
water, they are going deeper with ‘“‘digging’”’ 
plugs and trolling faster. They like points best. 

The catfish here, giants of over 20 and 30 
pounds in many instances, are caught with other 
smaller and very bloody dead bait fish. This 
method for getting the bewhiskered mammoths 
that made the Oconee River ‘catfish wonder- 
land’’ before the Sinclair dam halted it here, 
is supplied by Ted L. Royal of Eatonton. 

Jack Acker, local Scout executive, goes to 
secret places out of sight and comes back 
loaded with game fish.

Potato Creek, Murder Creek, Cedar Creek and 
the Little River coves are the ‘‘coming terri- 
tories’’ for game fishing—all in the northwest 
corner of the lake. 

Both large concessions—one with 60-boat 
capacity and the other with 100-boat capacity, 
are well advertised and accessible by paved 
highway and a half mile of all-weather graded 
highway. They afte adjacent to very productive 
fishing ground.
